61-1-3. Water supply; lavatory; waste disposal. (a) Each barbershop, barber school or barber
college within an area which is served by an approved public water supply and sewer system
shall be connected to that system, shall have positive pressure on both hot and cold water, and
shall have the lavatory drain connected to the approved sewer system.

(b) Each barbershop, barber school or barber college that is within an area which does not
have an approved public water or sewer system shall install a closed tank with a spigot or a
storage system of water. Waste water from such a barber facility shall be drained into a septic
tank-lateral field installation or other private sewerage system approved by the appropriate
authority.

(c) A lavatory shall be near each station at which a barber is working.
